Minutes of the Annual General Meeting 



9:30 AM, Saturday, 
April 27th, 1991 



Petersburg 

Mrs. Joyce Arndt, President of the North 
Waterloo Region Branch, welcomed the 
over 100 members in attendance, and intro- 
duced her Committee to the Meeting. The 
Meeting was chaired by the President, Mr. 
Gilles Miramontes, and by the Senior Vice- 
President, Mr. Spencer Higgins. 

Minutes: 

It was moved by Mr. R. Tbrner, seconded by 
Mr. N. Hill, the Minutes of the previous 
Annual General Meeting be received and 
accepted as circulated. CARRIED. 

Financial report: 

The Treasurer, Mr. Bradley Hardie, 
presented the Statement of Receipts and 
Disbursements for the year ended December 
31st, 1990, together with the Auditors* 
Report, and Notes to the Statement. He 
thanked the Branch Treasurers for their ac- 
counting work throughout the year. Several 
requests were received for a more detailed 
breakdown in reporting on the Heritage 
Fund. Mr. Sculthorpe moved acceptance of 
the Financial Report, seconded by Mrs. 
Beck, and CARRIED. 

Appointment of auditors: 

It was moved by Mr. Hardie, seconded by 
Mrs. Sculthorpe, that Blackwell Sparks, 
Chartered Accountants, be appointed 
Auditors for the coming year, and that Coun- 
cil be authorised to fix their remuneration. 
CARRIED. 

PRESIDENTS^ REPORT: 

Mr. Miramontes reiterated the traditional 
aims and objectives of the Architectural 
Conservancy, and spoke of recent achieve- 
ments. In reporting on the Presidents* 
Meeting held the previous evening, he noted 
the value of such meetings, and stressed that 
the legal entity of the A.C.O. rests at the 
Council level and not at the Branch level. 
He emphasised that increased membership 
is vital to our continuing success, and 



deplored our lack of representation in many 
parts of the Province and particularly in the 
northern regions. The introduction of 
regional meetings, and the possibility of two 
new Branches, one in the Rideau Valley and 
one in the Windsor area, should help to 
increase membership and the A.C.O. 
profile. He thanked three long serving 
members of Council who are retiring this 
year - Mr. William Moffet, Chairman of the 
Advisory Board, and Mrs. Donna Baker and 
Dr. Peter John Stokes who have most recent- 
ly served as Members-at-Large. He 
welcomed the return of Mrs. Margaret 
Goodbody who, if elected, has agreed to be 
the new Secretary of Council. Mr.
